QUARANTINE, Feb. 12.—La Gascogne, 


the big French liner, eight days over- 
due, dropped anchor at the bar just 
before midnight. 
All are well on 


board and a sigh of relief goes up from 
two continents. 
The delay was due to 


a broken piston rod and to the terrific 
gales which swept the north Atlantic 
for the past wee"b or more and brought 
disaster to many a stanch craft. 


Capt. Laudelon and the officers and 


crew of La Gascogne brought the ship 
and passengers through gales and made 
port without help. 
From the time 


they left Havre, January 26, until Mon- 
da> they 
spoke 
no trans-Atlantic 


steamer, and saw only a four-masted 
schooner, the one which reported at 
St Pierre, Miquelon, N. S., as having 
seen a large steamer off the Banks, ap- 
parently in distress last Saturday. 


NEW YOKE, Feb. 12.—The first def- 


inite news that La Gascogne had ar- 
rived reached the city at 5:20 p. m., but 
for an hour before that dispatches had 
been coming in which gave ground for 
the hope that the missing Frenchman 
•was near at hand. 


At, 5:20 
a messenger boy from the 


Maratime exchange came running in 
with a telegram as follows: 


;<Fire Island, 5:15.—La Gascogne is 


off Fire island." 


That was official, and settled the 


matter. 
The joy of the agent and 


other offip-ials knew no bounds. 
They 


clapoed each other on the backhand 
shook hands with tears in their eyes. 
One of them hustled up to the roof and 
ran up the French flag, while another 
chalked a transcript of the last dis- 
patch on the big bulletin board out- 
side, which is used to announce the 
Bailing dates of the French ships. 


An elderly Frenchman burst into the 


office just "before the final telegram 
came- It was A. A. Richie, the wealthy 
phosphate agent, -with headquarters at 
Ocala.

He shook 
hands with everybody in the place.

tin. For days all the prominent French- 
men of New York have been gathering 
St this popular French resort for the 
news.

Pittsburgh and else- 
where have been asking for the news.

On February 2 the piston rod broke 
own again. The break was more se- 
ious this'time. Sea anchors were put 
ut, and for forty-one hours the ship 
tvas hove-to. making repairs': On the 
th the first severe weather was ex- 
erienced, and the ship was blown 150 
miles out of her course. On the 5th, 
he repairs having been completed, 103 
miles were made. The ship was then 
lear to the northward of the track of 
rans-Atlantic steamers, and was there- 
ore not seen by the many steamers 
vhich passed over the regular track. 
)n February 6 160 miles were made. 


On the 7th the machinery broke down 
or the third time. The heavy cyclone 
truck her on that^day, and the ship 
love-to with the sea anchors out all 
av.

Los Angeles ' (pronounce it Loss 


Angl-ess) is probably the most beauti- 
ful city in this country. It is a south- 
ern city, more tropical than New Or- 
leans, with a civilization like that of 
Columbus or Detroit It site is much 
like that of ancient Damascus, and 
more like Granada of Medaeval days. 
It is built where the feather . edge• of 
the level land swells into gentle slopes 
and foothills that rise five hundred feet 
above the old Spanish piazza, once the 
center of the town. From these heights 
to the -southwest, less than twenty 
miles away, can be seen theiwhite bil- 
lows of the Pacific ocean breaking upon 
the shores. To the north' the rugged 
coast range, of.- mountains re aches'the 
ocean less than fifty miles from tbe 
city, forming a barrier against the 
north winds and adding much to the 
gentleness of the climate in southern 
California.

To the south and east, sixty to one 


hundred miles off, are the snow-capped 
mountains of the Sierra Madre:range, 
fading away into tbe peninsula of Cali- 
fornia ia Old Mexico. About a dozen 
peaks are now lifting their bald heads 
above.the snow line, looking like sum- 
mer clouds piled up against the blue 
sky, while all the foreground is made 
up of green, valleys, flowers and or- 
chards.- It is a noble landscape and 
unexcelled in point of sweet and re- 
freshing beauty. The long distance 
mellows the cliffs and craggy canons, 
and clothes the bleakness of the moun- 
tains in a misty robe of purple, making 
a^magnificent background to a picture 
of cultivated plains set thickly' with vil- 
lages, groves aud gardens.

The fireside and hearth have not the 
full meaning and influence they ob- 
tain in a rigorous climate. 
No blaze 


roars and crackles up the chimney or 
fire glows on the hearth out here,.in 
defiance of the blizzard, 
snow and 


frost. Had Ike Marvel been a native 
son of the golden state the delights 
of "Dream Life" and "Reveri es of a 
Bachelor" would have been lost to 
mankind. 


The business portion of the city is 


well and compactly built of stone, 
steel and brick, and metropolitan, in 
appearance, but the residence part is 
constructed of wood for the most part 
and of fanciful and ornate architecture. 
The streets are wide and well graded, 
and muddj' when it rains for only.a few 
of the most prominent are paved with 
asphaltum, and yet there is enough 
native asphaltum in Southern California 
to pave the streets of all the cities in 
the world. The lots are large and deep 
and the grounds are gay and luxurarit 
with flowers and shubbery, for it takes 
but a short time, and little care to con- 
vert naked ground into a wilderness of 
blooming bushes and flowering plants. 


The registry of voters in Los Angeles 


shows 20,000 names, of which 1665 are 
-natives of Ohio. There are more native 
Spanish-Americans here than Chinese, 
and more Chinese than negroes. There 
are a great many Southern people 
here. When you see a lanky, gnarled 
and grizzled old chap, minus an arm or 
leg, not wearing the badge of a Federal 
soldier, you may be sure he is an ex- 
Confederate warrior. Many grey beard- 
ed veterans that were boys when Sher- 
man pfarohed down to the sea, are 
here also, mingling amicably with the 
Johnnies, 


"There are some that are maimed 
And some that are lamed 


And all of old aches are complaining," 
. Many families of wealth have come 
here to enjoy the gentle climate and 
have reared them costly and elaborate 
homes. One modern Midas has .upbuilt 
a pile of red, rocky masonry that well 
may rank with the castle of a great En- 
glish L'ord. A Mexican has finished his 
French villa with a mosque like dome 
of cathedral glass that- sparkles irides- 
cent in the sunshine and glows like a 
constellation at night A retired army 
officer has .built him a home cf Moorish 
design, such as graced the groves and 
fountains in the environs of the Al- 
hambra in the days of King Boabdil. 
The interior of this mansion accords7 


with those enchanted palaces and cas- 
tles described in glowing language in the 


adventures of Don Quixote. When one* 
'with'in"- youTare prepared, to near'the1 
splash of falling waters from alabaster 
'fountains and catch the perfumes from 
the'famous garden of Linderaxa and 
see the sylphlflie houri glide before you 
in the dreamy'dance to tbe soft strains 
of a lute and clicking of Castanet. So 
various is the architecture of homes in 
this city that it would seem to exhaust 
the veryart of designing itself. 
, Prosperity has never forsaken Los 
Angeles-since it. became a city. Vast 
quantities of . money have come to 
southern California for 
investment 


within the last fifteen years, and much 
of it has come to its metropolis, which 
is this city. There was expended in 
building here last year about S3,000,000, 
and this business now is very active. 
It'isjmostly confined to large residences 
on the outskirts of the city, and is 
probably the work of strangers seeking 
new homes in a genial climate. The 
streets are thronged with people and 
vehicles of all kinds, since ranches are 
well supplied with wagons and horses, 
and long distances are covered with 
ease on roads that are almost level. 


" There are a great many banks here, 
loeated^in large, well-appointed bank- 
ing rooms. 
Clearing house returns 


show that their business is large, active 
and increasing- There is but-little 
manufacturing here on account of the 
high price of fuel. But "All things 
come^ to him who waits," is an old ad- 
age. Los Angeles has long waited for 
cheap fuel .and it has come. She has 
struck oil. Within a mile of the court 
house more than one hundred and fifty 
wells are'pumping petroleum. It is an 
oil of asphaltum base- and of very 
heavy specific gravity, it is not profit- 
able to refine this oil into, illuminating 
kerosene of commerce", but it is excel- 
lent for fueL The rolling mill, electric 
plants, power houses for the cable rail- 
.ways, and,Jn fact, all the machinery 
here and hereabouts is run by steam 
generated by burning California crude 
petrolem. It is sold to consumers at 70 
cents per "barrel of forty-two gallons 
each. Companies are chartered to lay 
pipe lines from the oil fields to the 
lower 'parts of the city, in reach of 
transportation. The wild scenes of ex- 
citement in the early days of oil pro- 
duction in Pennsylvania are^ about to 
be reproduced.in California. The pro- 
duction is increasing, so that at no dis- 
tant day refineries will be erected, in 
Los Angeles to convert the raw. mate- 
rial into the refined oil of commerce, 


The courthouse, city hall, state nor- 


mal school and the high school build- 
ing are all large and elegant structures 
as also are ;the hotels and business 
blocks, but for a city of its size and 
wealth the church buildings are small.

The people of California take natur- 


ally to forestry, so that the grounds 
are full of, and the streets are well 
lined with trees. The 1 ucalyptus is 
the most common shade tree—it is a 
native of 
Australia—evergreen, tall 


and of very rapid growth, .reaching 
upward'like the Lombardy 
poplar. 


The pepper tree also is one of fast 
growth, .after the form and general 
appearance of the willow and is now 
full 
of 
bright red 
berries, 
like 


the clusters of wild grape. 
Also the 


magnolia and different kinds of palms 
line some of the avenues. All these 
trees are pretty and-graceful and wear 
a foreign aspect, and are much ad- 
mired, and deservedly so, for their 
beauty; but they are not "in it at" all 
as compared with the native trees in 
the forests of the Ohio valley—the 
noble oak, the magnificent elm, the 
widespreading beech, the clean, white- 
limbed sycamore, the sturdy black wal- 
nut, 
the resplendent maple] These are 


a man's first and oldest friends that 
grew in the-woodc and fields, hard by 
the old country school house. Who 
can ever forget these trees or the little 
old log school house?

Poured Into Charley Hard by 


Prominent Republican. 


His Interview Not a Declaration of Con- 


victions but Result or Circumstances. 


The Condition of Politics in This County 


Forced the Deolnrntlon of Allegiance to 


Mr. Forakor in Ovilev to Secure His 


(Unrd'ft) 
Keiiomliiiittqn—Hard 


to Bo Turucd Down. 


The interview with Hon. Charles E. 


Hard published in the lilade and 
Tribune last Friday, in which Mr. 
Hard comes out squarely for Foraker 
for United States senator, came in the 
nat\iro of a very great surprise to per- 
sons familiar with Scioto county poli- 
tics. 


Whether deservedly or not, it is nev- 


ertheless true that Mr. Hard is looked 
upon by politicians as being the under- 
study of Hon. A. C. Thompson, and the 
latter gentleman is given the credit for 
whatever political success Mr. Hard 
may have achieved. 
Thompson the 


master mind who plans, Hard the will- 
ing1 instrument who carries them out 


Mr. Thompson is the uncompromising 


foe of Mr. Forakor. He does not pre- 
tend to be anything else. Mr, Hard 
has always been regarded as Mr. For- 
akor's enemy also. He voted against 
him when he was a candidate before.
